Superintendent  of  Schools 


The  chambers  of  Superior  Court  Judge 
Byron  Arnold  were  filled  with  friends  and 
family  on  August  25,  1972  when  Dr. 
Steven  P.  Morena  was  sworn  in  as  Super- 
intendent of  the  San  Francisco  Unified 
School  District. 

No  stranger  to  the  San  Francisco  scene, 
Dr.  Morena  most  recently  served  as  assist- 
ant superintendent  of  the  San  Francisco 
Community  College  District.  Prior  to  that" 
assignment  he  was  president  of  Laney  Col- 
lege in  the  East  Bay. 

Born  in  San  Francisco,  Dr.  Morena 
graduated  from  Galileo  High  School  and 
went  on  to  San  Francisco  State  College 
where  he  received  his  A.B.  degree  and 
General  Secondary  Credential.  In  1949  he 
received  his  M.A.  in  administration  from 
Stanford  University,  and  in  1963  he  was 
awarded  the  Ed.  D.  in  counseling,  guid- 
ance, and  administration  from  Stanford. 

From  1947  to  1957  Dr.  Morena  served 
as  science  teacher,  student  activities  ad- 
visor, and  counselor  at  James  Lick  Junior 
High  School.  He  then  moved  to  Portola 
Junior  High  School  as  head  counselor. 

In  1965  he  accepted  a  position  as  coun- 
selor at  Laney  College,  becoming  president 
in  1969. 

He  has  been  active  on  the  Inter-racial 
Committee,  the  Ethnic  Balance  Commit- 
tee, and  the  Equal  Employment  Commit- 
tee for  Building  Program  of  the  Peralta 
Community  College  District.  He  has 
served  on  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the 
Oakand  Museum  and  the  Educational  Ad- 
vocates Office,  and  as  a  member  of  the 
Junior  College  Accreditation  Evaluation 
Team. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  American  Person- 
nel and  Guidance  Association,  the  Cali- 
fornia Personnel  and  Guidance  Association, 
the  Northern  California  Guidance  Asso- 
ciation, and  the  National  Vocational 
Guidance  Association. 

His  military  experience  includes  serving 
as  a  lieutenant  in  the  United  States  Navy 
from  1943  to  1946.  He  and  his  wife  Mary 
have  a  20-year-old  son,  Michael. 

Recent  reports  in  the  news  media  have 
stressed  the  significance  of  Dr.  Morena's 
role  as  a  unifying  force  in  bringing  various 
elements  of  the  community,  the  School  Dis- 
trict, and  the  Board  of  Education  together 
to  improve  education  in  the  city's  public 
schools  and  to  improve  communications  at 
all  levels.

Timetable  Established 

Lincoln  High  Accreditation  Schedule  Revealed 


Efforts  to  secure  accreditation  for  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  High  School  have  received 
strong  impetus  with  the  development  of  a 
timetable  approved  by  administrators, 
teachers,  and  parents,  according  to  Isadore 
Pivnick,  Assistant  Superintendent,  Field 
Instructional  Services  of  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District. 

A  group  of  20  persons  including  school- 
site  administrators,  teachers,  parents  and 
central  office  administrators  has  met  with 
members  of  the  Accreditation  Committee 
of  the  Western  Association  of  Schools  and 
Colleges  to  discuss  future  plans  for  the  ac- 
creditation of  the  school. 

Abraham  Lincoln  was  denied  accredita- 
tion for  the  1972-73  school  year  in  June 
1972  by  the  WASC  committee  with  the 
proviso  that  the  committee  revisit  the 
school  in  the  fall  of  1972  upon  receipt  of  a 
report  from  the  school  indicating  progress 
in  a  number  of  designated  areas. 

The  following  timetable  was  agreed  up- 
on by  all  present: 

September  15  -  September  30  School-site 
committees  of  teachers  and  administrators 
to  be  appointed. 

October  1  -  November  15  Committees  to 
work  on  the  report.  Staff  members  are  to 
agree  that  the  report  is  satisfactory. 
November  15 -November  30  Final  typing 
of  report. 

December  1  Report  to  be  sent  to  WASC 
Committee. 

December  11  -December  15  WASC  Com- 
mittee to  visit  Abraham  Lincoln  for  evalu- 
ation purposes. 


January  8  -  January  25  WASC  Committee 

to  send  its  recommendations  to  the  WASC 

Commission. 

January  25  WASC  Commission  meets  to 

make  a  decision. 

Members  of  the  WASC  Committee  who 
met  to  develop  the  timetable  stated  that  if 
the  report  was  satisfactory  the  accredita- 
tion awarded  to  the  school  would  be  retro- 
active and  that  the  class  of  fall,  1972 
(which  graduates  in  January,  1973)  would 
be  accredited.

Meeting  the  Needs 

Unity  Junior  High  School  Opens  This  Month 


A  new  opportunity  junior  high  school, 
Unity  Junior  High  School,  opened  its 
doors  for  the  first  time  last  week  as  the 
fall  term  commenced. 

Located  at  115  Wisconsin  Street,  at  the 
corner  of  16th  Street,  the  school  started 
with  some  73  students  and  has  a  capacity 
for  about  150.  The  school  has  been  plan- 
ned to  provide  educational  opportunities 
for  students  whose  needs  are  not  being 
met  by  the  regular  school  program. 

The  design  of  the  school  will  create  an 
environment  that  is  non-punitive,  where 
students  can  learn  to  build  on  their  indi- 
vidual strengths,  refine  learned  skills,  and 
develop  new  talents.  The  program  will 
draw  upon  innovative  practices  deveoped 
by  teachers,  students,  and  community. 

Paul  Kameny,  who  is  coordinating  the 
new  facility,  states:  "The  success  of  the 
program  depends  upon  parent,  student, 
and  teacher  involvement.  We  need  parents 
to  become  concerned  and  active  in  their 
child's  education.  We  need  students  who 
are  willing  to  accept  responsibility  and 
work  hard.  We  look  forward  to  parents 
and  students  contributing  their  skills  and 
energies." 

The  school  will  feature  skill  learning 
centers,  classroom  instruction,  independent 
study,  vocational  experiences,  learning  di- 
agnosis and  prescriptive  teaching,  intensive 
personal   counseling,   and   a   student-staff 


ratio  of   15  to   1.  A  breakfast  and  lunch 
program  will  also  be  offered. 

Mr.  Kameny  indicates  that  District  staff 
members  are  invited  to  visit  the  new  school 
and  that  a  formal  dedication-open  house 
program  will  be  held  later  on  in  the  fall 
term.

Sabbatical  Leave  Applications 

Teachers  who  are  considering  apply- 
ing for  Sabbatical  Leave  for  spring  1972 
are  urged  to  submit  their  applications 
on  or  before  September  29,  1972.  Forms 
may  be  obtained  from  principals. 

The  Administration  Regulations  Man- 
ual states  that  applications  for  Sabbati- 
cal Leave  must  be  submitted  prior  to 
October  1  or  March  1  of  the  semester 
preceding  that  in  which  the  leave  is  de- 
sired. 

State  law  requires  a  minimum  of 
seven  years  of  service  for  eligibility.  The 
San  Francisco  Board  of  Education  lim- 
its the  total  number  of  Sabbatical 
Leaves  to  two  per  cent  of  the  certificat- 
ed force  with  not  more  than  one-half  of 
the  grants  to  be  allotted  during  a  single 
semester. 

Seniority  is  considered  in  determining 
precedence  in  case  the  number  of  appli- 
cations exceeds  two  per  cent. 


Inservice  Opportunities

Many  opportunities  for  professional 
growth  are  available  for  school  staff  in  the 
Bay  Area.  Late  afternoon,  evening,  and 
weekend  courses  are  offered  by  colleges  and 
universities,  and  many  courses  are  devel- 
oped by  School  District  staff  in  cooperation 
with  the  Office  of  District  Inservice  Edu- 
cation. Total  on-site  staff  consideration  of 
educational  needs  and  strengths  through 
inservice  operations  is  increasing  within 
the  District. 

Credit  for  work  done  by  individuals  in 
community  agencies  other  than  colleges  or 
universities  is  also  available  if  proper  pro- 
cedures are  followed.  Coordinators  of 
group  inservice  and  individuals  enrolling 
in  courses  offered  by  community  agencies 
are  requested  to  fill  out  proposal  forms 
before  beginning  the  inservice  work  since 
these  should  not  be  processed  retroactively. 

The  necessary  forms  and  pertinent  in- 
formation can  be  obtained  by  calling  or 
visiting  the  District  Inservice  Education 
office  (Room  203  A,  135  Van  Ness  Av- 
enue; telephone  863-4680,  extension  367) . 

Requirements:  Teachers  in  the  District 
are  required  to  complete  six  semester  units 
of  increment  credit  in  varying  time  limits 
in  order  to  advance  on  the  salary  scale 
(not  required  after  age  57).  These  time 
limits  include: 

Classification  I  ...  6  units  every  3  years 
Classification  II  .  .  .6  units  every  4  years 
Classification  III  .  .6  units  every  5  years 
Classification  IV  .  .6  units  every  5  years 

Limitations:  The  maximum  credit  ac- 
cepted for  salary  classification  during  any 
semester  is  six  semester  hours  or  six  quar- 
ter hours  (or  the  equivalent)  for  any  se- 
mester or  quarter  exclusive  of  summer 
sessions.  No  more  than  20  units  are  ac- 
ceptable for  any  four  consecutive  semes- 
ters (exclusive  of  summer  sessions). 

Participants  in  inservice  may  earn  one 
unit  of  credit  for  16  hours  of  inservice 
work  or  two  units  for  32  hours  in  any 
given  course.  It  is  also  possible  to  accumu- 
late hours  toward  units  by  participating  in 
miniworkshops  within  one  operation.  For 
example,  a  group  of  miniworkshops  arc 
now  in  the  planning  stage  by  the  Art  De- 
partment staff  which  will  be  announced  at 
a  later  date  through  building  representa- 
tives. 

Another  opportunity  for  acumulating 
hours  toward  units  is  provided  by  the 
Teacher  Learning  Center,  Room  39  at 
Ulloa  School.  Persons  wishing  further  in- 
formation may  call  564-5966.  The  Teacher 
Learning  Center  focus  is  "Skill  Building 
For  Individualizing  Instruction."  The  cen- 
ter will  be  open  two  Saturdays  each  month 
beginning  September  23  and  on  every 
Thursday  after  school  beginning  Septem- 
ber 14.

d.  Loan    materials     including    micro- 
scopes, laser,  vacuum  pumps,  etc. 

Each  kit  contains  enough  materials  for 
use  of  30  youngsters  during  the  school 
year.  The  average  cost  of  kit  materials  is 
less  than  45  cents  per  student  per  year! 

Elementary  teachers  interested  in  par- 
ticipating in  the  SCSP  can  either  enroll 
in  an  inservice  class  to  be  held  at  Wood- 
row  Wilon  High  School  or  arrange  to  have 
an  inservice  class  taught  at  their  own 
school.

Enrollment  in  California's  public  lower 
and  higher  educational  institutions  is  ex- 
pected to  reach  over  7.3  million  this 
month.  This  includes  some  1,232,480  en- 
rollments in  adult  high  school  classes. 

Enrollment  is  expected  to  reach  3,054,- 
100  in  kindergarten  through  8th  grade, 
down  about  53,762,  or  a  decrease  of  1.8 
per  cent. 

An  increase  of  about  1  per  cent  is  ex- 
pected at  the  9th  through  12th  grade 
levels,  for  a  total  of  about  1,331,500  pupils. 

California's  rapidly  expanding  two-year 
community  colleges  are  expecting  an  in- 
crease of  about  5.8  per  cent,  for  an  esti- 
mated 900,000  full  and  part-time  students. 

The  California  State  University  and 
Colleges  are  expecting  an  estimated  280,- 
000  pupils,  an  increase  of  some  20,000  full 
and  part-time  students,  or  an  increase  of 
7.7  per  cent.

influenza  Immunization  Program 

This  year,  as  in  the  past  eight  years, 
influenza  and  tetanus  immunization 
clinics  will  be  held  for  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District  employees.

The  Watson  Initiative  would  change 
considerably  the  methods  of  supporting 
local  schools. 

Under  its  provisions  it  would  set  a  prop- 
erty tax  rate  of  $2  for  public  schools,  K 
through  12,  in  1973-74. 

It  would  require  the  State  to  add,  from 
non-property  tax  sources,  funds  sufficient 
to  provide  $825  per  pupil  in  average  daily 
attendance  (ADA)  to  each  county. 

Under  existing  expenditure  programs, 
state  and  local  property  tax  support  (ex- 
cluding federal  and  other  local  revenues) 
per  ADA  will  average  about  $995  in  1973- 
74.  Because  the  initiative  mandates  $825 
per  ADA,  its  enactment  would  reduce 
school  support  by  some  $771  million  or  by 
$170  per  ADA.

Individualized  Instruction  Inservice  Is  Available 


Dr.  Fern  Kelly,  Supervisor  of  Inservice

Consultants  and  teachers  will  be  from 
the  California  Teacher  Development  Plan. 
Guest  speakers  and  Project  PLAN  teach- 
ers will  also  be  involved. 

Phase  2  —  will  be  held  at  the  Teachers' 
Center,  301  Tulare  Road,  San  Mateo  and 
is  open  to  persons  who  have  taken  part  in 
Phase  1.  The  purpose  is  to  asist  in  the  de- 
velopment of  objective  sequences  and 
learning  guides.

The  San  Francisco  Unified  School  Dis- 
trict had  a  state  and  local  expenditure  of 
$1,271  per  ADA  in  1970-71. 

If  this  level  of  expenditure  is  increased 
by  eight  per  cent  a  year,  that  is,  the  aver- 
age growth  rate  for  unified  districts  during 
four  of  the  last  five  years,  then  this  level 
would  be  $1,601  per  ADA  in  1973-74. 

Because  the  Watson  Initiative  provides 
$825  per  ADA  and  prohibits  any  addition- 
al local  effort,  the  San  Francisco  school 
expenditures  would  have  to  be  reduced  by 
48  per  cent  in  1973-74. 

This  large  reduction  would  require  the 
School  District  either  to  eliminate  many 
teaching  positions  and  increase  class  size 
or  to  reduce  salary  levels  and  other  ex- 
penses by  48  per  cent,  or  put  into  effect  a

little  Symphony'  Performs  in  Elementary  Schools 


The  44-mcmbcr  "Little  Symphony"  of 
the  San  Francisco  Symphony  Orchestra  is 
once  again  presenting  its  annual  program 
of  fall  in-school  concerts  for  a  six  week 
period  for  some  15,000  students  in  32  city 
schools. 

For  the  first  time  the  program  is  includ- 
ing denominational  schools  through  special 
arrangements  made  through  the  Archdio- 
cese of  San  Francisco  and  the  public 
schools  Music  Department. 

The  intensive  musical  undertaking  is 
supported  in  part  by  a  grant  from  the 
National  Endowment  for  the  Arts,  a  fed- 
eral agency  created  by  act  of  Congress. 

Public  and  denominational  schools  with- 
in a  few  city  blocks  of  each  other  have 
been  paired.  In  two-day  stays  at  each  of 
the  sixteen  school  pairs,  classrooms  arc 
visited  first  by  at  least  three  of  the  four 
instrumental  families  of  the  orchestra  — 
strings,  winds,  brass,  and  percussion  — 
with  members  of  the  orchestra  providing 
unique  workshops  in  each  classroom. 

Workshops  are  designed  to  permit  dem- 
onstrations of  the  instruments  and  direct 


personal    contact   between   the    musicians 
and  the  children. 

The  classroom  workshop  is  followed  up 
by  concert-demonstration  for  both  schools' 
participating  students  in  the  auditorium 
facility  of  one  of  the  schools.  The  conduc- 
tor-commentator for  all  concerts  is  the 
orchestra's  assistant  conductor,  Niklaus 
Wyss. 

A  wide  repertoire  of  classical  and  con- 
temporary pieces  has  been  selected  by  Mr. 
Wyss,  with  individual  programs  being 
planned  to  correlate  with  the  levels  of  ar- 
tistic awareness  achieved  in  the  regular  in- 
structional programs. 

Special  study  guides  are  being  provided 
to  classroom  teachers  to  allow  for  classroom 
study  of  the  works  both  before  and  after 
the  orchestra  visits  the  school.

H.  Alan  Post,  Legislative  Analyst,  State 
of  California  has  released  information  that 
the  Watson  Amendment  would  drastically 
change  the  methods  of  supporting  local 
schools. 

It  would  set  a  property  tax  rate  of  $2  for 
public  schools,  K  through  12,  in  1973-74, 
and  it  would  require  the  State  to  add,  from 
non-property  tax  sources,  funds  sufficient 
to  provide  $825  per  pupil  in  average  daily 
attendance  (ADA)  to  each  county. 

Mr.  Post  reports  that  it  would  reduce 
school  support  by  some  $771  million  or  by 
$170  per  ADA  as  the  projected  expendi- 
tures in  1973-74  would  average  about  $995 
per  ADA  for  existing  programs. 

The  District  Newsletter  of  September 
25,  1972  detailed  effects  of  the  measure  on 
the  city  schools.

(Third  of  a  series  on  the  Watson  Initia- 
tive, State  Proposition  14  on  the  November 
7  ballot.) 

Q.  How  would  property  tax  rates  for 
public  school  support  be  affected  by  this 
measure? 

A.  Local  support  of  the  public  schools, 
K  through  12,  would  be  limited  to  the  pro- 
ceeds of  a  $2  tax  rate,  levied  and  collected 
on  a  countywide  basis.  There  would  be  no 
"phasing  in";  the  $2  tax  rate  limit  would 
become  effective  on  July  1,  1973. 

Q.  Will  other  taxes  be  affected? 

A.  Yes.  The  measure  calls  for  a  40  per 
cent  increase  in  sales  taxes,  a  25  per  cent 
increase  in  liquor  taxes,  and  a  100  per  cent 
increase  in  cigarette  taxes.  The  corpora- 
tion tax  rate  will  increase  from  7.6  per 
cent  to  1 1  per  cent. 

•  Elementary  Mathematics  Institute

Q.  Will  the  measure  maintain  school 
support  at  its  present  level  ? 

A.  No.  According  to  H.  Alan  Post,  State 
Legislative  Analyst,  because  the  measure 
mandates  $825  per  average  daily  attend- 
ance, and  the  state  average  under  existing 
programs  for  1973-74  will  be  $995,  school 
support  next  year  would  be  reduced  by 
$771  million  or  $170  per  a.d.a. 

Q.  Is  it  true  that  the  San  Francisco  pub- 
lic schools  would  be  adversely  affected? 

A.  Definitely.  Projected  a.d.a.  revenues 
for  San  Francisco  in  1973-74  under  exist- 
ing programs  is  $1,636.  If  Proposition  14 
passes,  the  revenues  would  be  based  on 
$825  a.d.a.,  or  a  decrease  to.  San  Francisco 
of  $811  a.d.a. 

Q.  How  would  this  reduction  in  rev- 
enues affect  San  Francisco? 

A.  With  revenues  cut  nearly  50  per  cent, 
it  would  not  be  possible  to  continue  many 
current  programs.  The  result  would  be  the 
elimination  of  many  teacher  positions  and 
an  increase  in  class  size,  or  a  reduction  in 
salary  levels  and  other  expenses  by  50  per 
cent,  or  a  combination  of  such  actions. 

Q.  To  what  extent  would  property  taxes 
be  reduced? 

A.  Property  taxes  would  be  reduced 
about  43  per  cent.  .Because  some  75  per 
cent  of  the  state's  assessed  value  is  business 
and  income  producing  property,  the  mea- 
sure's property  tax  limit  awards  most  of 
the  tax  relief  to  major  landowning  corpo- 
rations, real  estate  speculators,  and  major 
business  interests.  Only  about  25  per  cent 
of  the  total  savings  would  go  to  owner- 
occupied  homes.  The  promised  tax  relief 
may  be  non-existent.  While  sales  tax  and 
other  consumer  taxes  are  increased  im- 
mediately, much  of  the  tax  relief  for  home- 
owners will  be  delayed  until  1977.  Tax 
rate  limits  are  no  guarantee  of  property 
tax  reduction,  since  county  tax  assessors 
would  still  be  able  to  increase  tax  revenues 
by  raising  the  assessed  value  of  homes. 

Q.  How  would  the  tax  receipts  deficit 
caused  by  this  amendment  be  made  up? 

A.  The  best  guess  at  this  time  is  through 
a  significant  increase  in  the  state  income 
tax  and  by  the  imposition  of  fees  by  cities, 
counties,  and  special  districts  to  cover  the 
costs  of  services  previously  paid  for  by 
property  taxes.  These  fees  would  not  be 
deductible  for  income  tax  purposes  as  are 
property  taxes.

now  number  over  1,700,  would  be  cut  to 
900.  To  summarize  just  the  employee  as- 
pect, our  present  total  number  of  em- 
ployees in  the  San  Francisco  schools  is 
6,500.  Over  3,000  of  these  employees  would 
have  to  be  dismissed. 

"With  regard  to  class  size,  the  47  per- 
cent reduction  has  similar  devastating  ef- 
fects. Our  present  average  class  size  in  the 
elementary  schools  is  25  pupils.  This  num- 
ber would  have  to  be  increased  to  47  pu- 
pils per  class.  The  high  school  average 
class  size  would  have  to  be  increased  from 
its  present  number  of  27  pupils  to  a  new 
class  size  of  51  pupils  per  class.  The  coun- 
selors' load  in  the  high  schools  would  have 
to  be  increased  from  the  present  number 
of  525  students  per  day  to  991  students 
per  day." 

Mr.  Reiterman  continued  by  saying, 
"San  Francisco  is  fortunate  today  in  being 
able  to  meet  many  of  the  needs  of  its  urban 
students.  Bilingualism,  programs  for  dis- 
advantaged pupils,  plus  an  array  of  other 
school  projects  all  contribute  to  the  high 
cost  of  education  in  our  large  cities.  Our 
anticipated  per-pupil  expenditure  for  next 
year  is  $1,600.  Cutting  this  figure  in  half 
can  have  no  other  effect  upon  our  San 
Francisco  children  than  to  cause  serious 
damage  to  their  educational  opportunity. 
We  sincerely  hope  that  the  voters  of  Cali- 
fornia will  consider  very  carefully  the  im- 
pact of  Proposition  14  on  our  schools  be- 
fore casting  their  vote  on  November  7."

District  Certificated  Fringe  Benefits  Summarized 


All  eligible  certificated  personnel  should 
have  received  at  home  a  computer  print- 
out identified  as  a  "confirmation"  reflect- 
ing the  status  of  each  individual  account 
in  the  District's  supplemental  pension  plan. 

These  confirmations,  generated  by  Trav- 
elers Insurance  at  its  home  office,  have 
been  mailed  out  by  Levinson  Bros,  to  all 
participants  in  the  1971-72  benefit. 

The  gross  contribution  by  the  SFUSD 
for  the  12  month  period  beginning  July  1, 
1971  was  $192  per  each  participant. 

Funds  are  now  being  transferred  to 
Travelers  by  the  District  for  the  current 
school  year,  1972-73,  in  respect  to  the 
above  benefit  for  all  certificated  employees. 

After  expensing  the  life,  disability,  and 
orthodontia  premium  on  a  12  month  basis, 
the  balance  of  the  2  per  cent  fringe  pack- 
age remaining  on  account  of  the  pension 
plan  is  $12.50  per  month  per  participant. 

Beginning  July  1,  1972,  teachers  began 
receiving  the  benefit  of  the  2  J/2  per  cent 
fringe  benefit  package  (negotiated  with 
the  Certificated  Employees  Council  and 
granted  by  the  Board  of  Education  this 
spring. 

This  2/2  per  cent  is  going  into  the  long 
term  disability  coverage  and  into  the  sup- 
plemental pension  plan. 

Effective  August  1,  1972,  the  waiting 
period  on  the  long  term  disability  coverage 
has  been  reduced  to  60  days  from  120 
days.

Some  changes  that  will  benefit  teachers 
this  year  are  as  follows: 

1.  A  change  in  section  7.10  authorizes 
outside  teaching  experience  credit  for 
hourly  service  in  the  Adult-Occupational 
Division  of  the  District  prior  to  appoint- 
ment to  probationary  status.  This  credit 
applies  to  teachers  currently  employed  as 
well  as  to  teachers  who  will  be  appointed 
this  year.  Teachers  presently  employed 
may  receive  advancement  effective  this 
year  if  they  have  served  800  or  more  hours 
in  Adult-Occupational  Division  of  the 
District  before  probationary  appointment 
and  have  not  received  the  maximum  credit 
for  teaching  experience. 

2.  A  change  in  section  7.22  may  author- 
ize advancement  for  certain  T  and  I 
teachers  at  John  O'Connell  Vocational 
High  School.  A  teacher  appointed  since 
July  1,  1947  ■  whose  original  placement  was 
not  at  least  at  the  8th  rating  may  be  elegi- 
ble  for  a  rating  advancement  this  year. 

3.  All  psychologists,  social  workers,  and 
supervisors  of  child  welfare  and  attend- 
ance who  have  been  paid  at  rating  12  for 
at  least  three  years  are  eligible  to  be  placed 
at  the  new  Career  Increment  Step  effective 
July  1,  1972.  This  advancement  has  been 
made  and  the  eligible  employees  are  now 
being  paid  at  this  salary.

Evaluation  reports  from  the  State  Office 
of  Compensatory  Education  reveal  that 
students  from  Benjamin  Franklin  and  Pel- 
ton  Junior  High  Schools  who  were  part  of 
the  AB  938  reading  program  have  been 
ranked  number  one  in  the  state  of  Califor- 
nia in  the  amount  of  gain  in  reading  scores 
out  of  the  junior  highs  funded  under  the 
program. 

The  project  at  Benjamin  Franklin  began 
in  January  1970  and,  based  on  the  success 
of  that  program,  Pelton  Junior  High  was 
given  funds  by  the  state  the  following  year 
to  begin  a  similar  program. 

At  the  end  of  two  and  a  half  years  of 
funding,  both  Pelton  and  Benjamin  Frank- 
lin have  been  given  top  ranking  by  the 
state.  Benjamin  Franklin  was  first  among 
the  original  demonstration  projects,  and 
Pelton  was  first  among  replication  projects. 

Reading  scores  on  the  Comprehensive 
Test  of  Basic  Skills  (CTBS)  were  analyzed 
six  different  ways  by  the  state's  evaluation 
consultant.  Scores  from  six  tests  given  at 
Benjamin  Franklin  were  used  from  the 
first  pre-test  given  in  February  1970  to  the 
final  post  test  in  May  1972.  The  average 
student  reading  level  rose  from  4.3  (fourth 
year,  third  month)  to  8.4  (eighth  year, 
fourth  month). 

Results  of  the  tests  administered  at  Pel- 
ton  in  December  1971  and  again  in  May 
1972  showed  an  increase  of  14  months 
growth  in  reading  skills  for  participating 
students.   The   expected   gain   in    reading 


skills  was  set  at  five  (5)  months  but  the 
actual  gain  exceeded  the  expectation.  The 
average  student  reading  level  rose  from 
3.9  to  5.3. 

Students  began  the  Reading  Program  at 
Benjamin  Franklin  and  Pelton  as  7th 
graders  and  continued  with  it  through 
their  junior  high  years.  The  goal  of  the 
project  was  to  raise  reading  scores  to  grade 
level. 

A  new  project  has  been  funded  recently 
to  begin  the  successful  cycle  over  again. 
SB  375,  introduced  by  Senator  Milton 
Marks,  insures  that  all  the  successful  com- 
ponents of  the  old  program  will  be  part  of 
the  new  project  which  began  at  Benjamin 
Franklin  this  September  with  the  new  7th 
grade  class  as  well  as  with  the  continuing 
8th  graders  at  Pelton. 

The  projects  utilize  individualized  in- 
struction, heterogeneous  grouping,  small 
class  sizes,  full-time  paraprofessionals,  im- 
proved classrooms,  and  fully  equipped  lab- 
oratories as  means  of  reaching  the  goal. 
Parental  and  community  involvement  are 
also  stressed.

The  VICCI  offices  in  the  schools  pro- 
vide services  in  addition  to  what  presently 
exists  in  the  counseling  program;  they  in 
no  way  replace  functions  offered  by  the 
schools'  counseling  departments. 

The  philosophy  of  the  program  is  geared 
to  help  all  students  who  come  for  aid  and 
information.  It  is  basically  an  information 
service,  not  a  personal  counseling  service, 
yet  individual  attention  is  given  to  every 
student  who  comes  to  a  VICCI  office. 

Members  of  the  business  community 
have  expressed  an  interest  in  helping  with 
the  program,  and  companies  like  Sutro 
and  Company  provide  released  time  for 
their  employees  to  work  as  volunteers  one- 
half  day  per  week  at  the  school  site  cen- 
ters. 

In  addition,  California  State  University 
at  San  Francisco  now  offers  a  graduate 
level  course  which  offers  its  students  credit 
for  serving  in  the  VICCI  program,  provid- 
ing the  college  students  with  counseling 
experience  and  field  work  contacts. 


In  order  to  serve  students  more  com- 
pletely, all  college  scholarship  information 
is  being  fed  into  computers  at  Woodrow 
Wilson  High  School,  so  that  eventually 
students  at  any  high  school  may  receive 
print-outs  with  scholarship  information 
most  suited  to  their  individual  needs. 

The  VICCI  volunteers  at  each  school 
are  organized  into  teams  which  meet  regu- 
larly to  update  information,  assess  services 
offered,  and  determine  how  they  may  as- 
sist teachers  with  college  and  career  infor- 
mation in  their  classrooms. 

Each  volunteer  is  given  special  training 
in  use  of  the  extensive  reference  materials 
in  the  VICCI  centers. 

VICCI  volunteers  come  from  broad 
spectrum;  they  are  housewives,  business- 
men, college  students,  graduates  from  the 
city's  public  schools,  and  professional  peo- 
pic. 

The  program  is  currently  funded  on  a 
three-year  grant  from  the  Junior  League, 
the  San  Francisco  Foundation,  and  the 
Zellerbach  Family  Fund,  and  is  now  in  its 
third  year  of  operation. 


'Discovery  Day'  Tasks 
Help  Reinforce  Learning 


"Discovery  Day"  comes  to  children  at  John 
Hancock  School  under  the  direction  of  Mrs. 
Helen  Lustig. 

To  get  children  actively  involved  in  the 
learning  process  has  been  an  important 
goal  for  Mrs.  Helen  Lustig,  Emergency 
School  Assistance  Program  (ESAP)  staff' 
and  curriculum  development  specialist, 
who  works  out  of  the  Zone  2  Learning 
Center  housed  at  Yerba  Buena  School. 

In  order  to  achieve  this  goal,  Mrs.  Lus- 
tig has  developed  some  20  "Discovery 
Day"  performance  tasks  which  she  has 
brought  into  many  classes  in  the  Zone  2 
area'. 

The  discovery  tasks  help  reinforce 
learning  in  such  areas  as  reading,  mathe- 
matics, creative  writing,  verbal  expression, 
art,  science,  motor  coordination,  and  prob- 
lem solving. 

Students  become  involved  by  individual- 
ly participating  in  the  tasks  which  call  for 
the  study  and  knowledge  of  such  things  as 
balancing  (see  photograph  above),  elec- 
tricity, graphing,  measuring,  use  of  micro- 
scopes, creative  writing,  and  many  other 
processes. 

Mrs.  Lustig  is  now  in  the  process  of  con- 
ducting sessions  with  and  for  teachers  in 
order  to  orient  them  to  the  "Discovery 
Day"  so  that  it  can  be  adapted  for  use  in 
the  classroom  to  assist  in  the  learning  pro- 
cess as  determined  by  the  teachers.

Phase  one  calls  for  a  recommendation 
from  staff  regarding  student  location  to  be 
presented  to  the  Planning  Committee  of 
the  Board  on  December  18,  1972.  Com- 
munity involvement  will  take  place  prior 
to  that  date. 

Phase  two  provides  that  a  staff  recom- 
mendation reflecting  community  input  re- 
garding the  total  reconstruction  program 
go  to  the  Board  Planning  Committee  on 
April  2,  1973,  followed  by  continuing  com- 
munity review,  with  a  final  review  by  the 
Planning  Committee  on  April  16,  1973. 

In  San  Francisco  a  total  of  44  elemen- 
tary, eight  junior  high,  four  senior  high 
schools,  and  nine  ancillary  buildings  fail  to 
meet  legal  safety  standards  (Field  Act). 
These  56  schools  may  not  be  used  to  house 
children  after  June  30,  1975  unless  they 
have  been  brought  up  to  these  structural 
safety  standards. 

Schools  to  be  involved  in  the  initial  re- 
construction work  in  July  1973  include: 
Senior  High — Galileo  and  Mission;  Junior 
High — Aptos  and  James  Lick;  Elementary 
— Alvarado,  Dudley  Stone,  Lc  Contc,  San- 
chez, Sherman,  and  Winfield  Scott. 

Subsequent  issues  of  the  District  News- 
letter will  detail  progress  of  Field  Act  con- 
struction development.

Room,  the  Language  Arts  Room,  and  the 
Social  Studies  and  Science  Room. 

The  school  day  is  divided  into  four 
blocks  which  includes  a  block  for  each  of 
the  subjects  mentioned  above  as  well  as  a 
block  for  physical  education,  art,  or  music. 

Under  the  current  cross-graded  arrange- 
ment, teachers  are  looking  to  see  how  much 
4th  graders  are  benefiting  from  contact 
with  the  more  mature  5th  and  6th  graders. 

Teachers  are  discovering  that  6th  grad- 
ers who  are  performing  at  or  above  grade 
level  can  be  student  tutors.  In  addition, 
students  who  need  to  work  below  grade 


level  have  an  opportunity  to  do  so  without 
the  stigma  of  being  behind  as  no  emphasis 
is  given  to  what  grade  each  child  is  in. 

The  teachers  have  encouraged  parent 
and  community  participation  and  involve- 
ment in  this  new  learning  approach,  and 
over  60  people  attended  a  recent  session 
devoted  to  describing  the  program. 

Many  schools  in  the  District  are  engaged 
in  creative  and  innovative  programs  like 
this  one  at  Jefferson  School  where  Mrs. 
Christine  McBrady  is  principal,  and  the 
Newsletter  will  continue  to  report  on  them 
during  the  school  year.

Explorer  Law  Club  —  Sponsored  by  the 
Bar  Association  and  the  Exploring  Divi- 
sion of  the  Boy  Scouts,  this  program  offers 
a  vocational  program  for  students  inter- 
ested in  the  legal  profession  or  in  learning 
more  about  the  law. 

Law  in  Society  Program  —  Class  dis- 
cussions are  led  by  attorneys  on  such  topics 
as  the  Bill  of  Rights,  search  and  seizure 
issues,  and  juvenile  court  proceedings. 

Narcotics  and  the  Law  —  Lawyers  dis- 
cuss with  students  the  State  and  Federal 
narcotics  laws  and  the  penalties  for  offend- 
ers (presented  to  every  7th  grade  class  in 
the  SFUSD  in  1971-72). 

Hotline  —  This  is  a  service  for  teachers 
which  provides  quick  answers  to  general 
legal  questions  that  arise  in  the  classroom. 
Teachers  can  call  the  Bar  Association  and 
receive  answers  from  attorneys  usually 
within  48  hours. 

Careers  in  the  Law  —  Attorneys  go  into 
classrooms  or  attend  vocational  confer- 
ences to  discuss  career  opportunities  in  the 
law.  They  help  teachers  conduct  student 
mock  trials,  panel  discussions,  or  debates. 

Law  Day  —  Law  Day  U.S.A.  is  cele- 


brated on  May  1  of  each  year  which  in- 
cludes classroom  activities  such  as  mock 
court  trials  for  social  studies  teachers  and 
tours  of  courtrooms  and  government  offi- 
ces. 

Law  in  a  Free  Society  Inservice  Train- 
ing Courses  —  The  State  Bar  of  California 
sponsors  inservice  courses  on  the  law  for 
elementary  or  secondary  teachers  during 
the  fall  and  spring.  Each  course  includes 
lectures,  a  court  tour,  a  mock  trial,  a  ride 
with  police  on  duty,  and  workshops  to  de- 
velop materials  for  classroom  use. 

The  Bar  Association  of  San  Francisco 
has  published  a  brochure  on  "Programs 
for  Personalizing  the  Law."  For  more  in-

Victor  Rossi,  Elementary  Education  Of- 
ficer, has  the  responsibility  of  selecting 
schools  to  be  included  in  the  sample  with 
the  assistance  of  Dr.  Mercer  and  District 
staff.

There's  a  Room  at  Raphael  Weill. . . 


There  is  a  room  at  Raphael  Weill  School  that  is  really  quite  unique.  It  is  not  a  classroom  as 
such,  yet  a  great  deal  of  learning  goes  on  there.  What  it  is  is  a  kind  of  communications  center 
where  cultural  interchange  and  interaction  are  always  taking  place.  The  project  was  funded  under 
an  Emergency  School  Assistance  Program  grant  to  provide  a  facility  within  the  school  that 
would  pull  together  the  diverse  interests  and  backgrounds  of  students,  teachers,  parents,  and 
the  community  under  the  District's  desegregation/integration  program.  The  room  has  become 
many  things  to  many  people.  It  is  a  bookstore  where  books  providing  insights  into  various 
American  cultures  and  contributions  can  be  read  and  purchased.  It  is  a  pet  corner  where  live 
animals  can  be  handled  and  cared  for  and  responsibility  it  taught.  It  is  a  swap  shop  where 
students  can  display  their  creations,  sell  them  or  trade  them.  It  is  an  arts  and  crafts  center 
where  items  are  designed  and  created.  It  is  a  meeting  place  where  student,  parent,  and  faculty 
groups  can  discuss.  It  is  a  multi-media  center  where  films,  slides,  recordings,  and  so  forth  can 
be  utilized.  It  is  a  student  lounge  for  relaxation  and  friendship.  It  is  community  participation 
room  where  people  come  to  share  ideas.  Principal  Noel  Mertens  indicates  that  supervision  of 
the  facility  is  provided  by  teacher  and  parent  volunteers  between  the  hours  of  1 1  a.m.  and  3:30 
p.m.  Paraprofessionals  also  staff  the  room  and  assist  in  its  smooth  operation.  Pictured  above 
are  students  Ruth  Fleks  and  Rickey  Martinez  in  the  pet  corner.

Communication  as  a  concept  took  on  a 
r  more  significant  meaning  than  usual 

tis  fall  to  the  students  and  faculty  ol 
arendon  School. 

A  whole  new  dimension  was  added  to 
eir  understanding  as  students  and  their 
achers  set  out  in  earnest  to  learn  a  form 
communication  that  was  new,  vital,  and 
lallenging. 

Seven  of  the  School  District's  13  elemen- 
ry  hearing  -  handicapped  classes  are 
msed  this  year  at  Clarendon.  The  term 
aring-handicapped  gives  only  a  super- 
:ial  understanding  of  the  children's  prob- 
ns  as  some  h/h  youngsters  are  severely 
ird-of-hearing,  some  are  deaf,  and  still 
hers  have  additional  serious  physical  and 
iirological  conditions  as  well. 

Faculty  members  decided  early  in  the 
ihool  year  to  move  aggressively  for  com- 
;te  integration  into  the  school's  main- 
•eam  of  the  h/h  classes  and  the  ten  regu- 
j  classes  of  "hearing"  students. 

The  4th  through  6th  grade  h/h  students 
:re  already  "contact"  students,  spending 
rt  of  each  day  in  regular  elementary 
tssrooms.  But  this,  teachers  felt,  was  not 
ough. 

If  h/h  children  were  ever  to  become 
are  truly  a  part  of  the  school  and  class- 
om  routine,  two  major  steps  would  have 
be  taken,  the  faculty  reasoned. 

The  first  step  was  labeled  "Operation 
aderstanding"  with  all  students  getting 
know  h/h  schoolmates  —  their  physical 
oblems,  capabilities,  needs,  and  goals, 
tis  was  accomplished  bv  having  the  staff 
h/h  teachers  meet  with  the  regular 
tellers  and  students  to  discuss  and  learn. 


Some  of  the  100-plus  Clarendon  School  students  who  have  been  spending  their  Thursday  lunch  hours 
learning  hand-sign  language  are  seen  above  at  one  such  session  as  Mrs.  Esther  Rosenblueth,  hearing- 
handicapped  teacher  for  the  intermediate  grades,  provides  the  instruction  so  eagerly  sought.  On 
Tuesdays,  the  Clarendon  teachers  receive  similar  instruction  during  their  lunch  period.  Duncan  Ho- 
del,  principal,  claims  that  the  school-wide  project  has  truly  been  an  enriching  experience  for  the 
school's  hearing  and  hearing-handicapped  students. 


over  100  of  them  have  been  receiving  in- 
struction. 

How  has  all  of  the  improved  communi- 
cation manifested  itself?  In  many  ways, 
say  Clarendon  teachers,  pointing  to  hear- 
ing and  h/h  children  sharing  classroom 
projects  and  assignments,  as  well  as  games 
and  other  recess  activities,  as  proof  of  wide 
spread  benefits  to  the  school. 

Or,  as  Mrs.  Susan  RoAne,  language  arts 
specialist,  puts  it,  "If  experience  is  the 
best  teacher,  Clarendon  students  are  re- 
ceiving a  rich  education." 

Are  all  the  teachers  as  pleased?  One 
avowed  traditionalist  expresses  concern 
over  "the  talking"  in  class.  "How  are  you 
going  to  stop  it,  let  alone  know  what  the 
students  are  saying  if  it's  all  in  sign  lan- 
guage? Best  to  learn  it,"  he  sighs,  "if  only 
as  a  self-defense  measure!"

Many  District  schools  have  been  active  in  taking  advantage  of  assistance  offered  by  the 
University  of  California  Medical  Center  in  the  area  of  Family  Life  Education.  One  such  school  is 
Francis  Scott  Key  where  Dr.  Catherine  Pike,  Assistant  Clinical  Professor,  Department  of  Ambu- 
latory and  Community  Medicine  at  U.  C.  Medical  Center,  and  Mrs.  Mary  Gross,  school  nurse, 
cooperated  in  a  program  in  which  five  young  doctors,  completing  their  medical  training,  made 
several  visits  to  the  school  as  part  of  the  Family  Life  Education  Program.

Project  Teen  Concern'  Attempts  to  Solve  Problems 


A  concerted  effort  will  be  made  this 
spring  to  help  in  the  battle  against  two  of 
the  most  serious  problems  encountered  by 
young  people  in  today's  society  —  venereal 
disease  and  premature  parenthood. 

Project  Teen  Concern,  an  inscrvicc  pro- 
gram designed  for  individuals  who  work 
with  and  are  concerned  about  junior  high 
school  students,  will  be  initiated. 

With  federal  funds  from  the  Department 
of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare,  the 
SFUSD's  Health  and  Family  Life  Educa- 
tion office  is  developing  a  school-commun- 
ity-government cooperative  effort  which 
can  stimulate  an  instructional  program  in 
these  sensitive  areas  of  human  behavior. 

The  immediate  goal  will  be  to  prepare 
concerned  youth  and  interested  adults  to 
work  together  in  controlling  and  prevent- 
ing venereal  disease  and  too  early  parent- 
hood. Understanding  of  values  and  their 
relation  to  decision  making  will  be  stressed 
in  the  total  program. 

Participants  will  be  encouraged  to  de- 
velop   and    staff    "Information    Referral 


Centers"  in  the  schools  and  in  the  com- 
munity outside  the  school  where  factual 
answers  will  be  available  to  the  questions 
raised  by  youth  and  adults. 

Teachers,  counselors,  pupil  services  per- 
sonnel, and  nurses  may  avail  themselves  of 
important  inservice  training  when  the  first 
of  a  series  of  educational  sessions  consisting 
of  six  meetings  for  a  total  of  16  hours  is 
offered. 

The  sessions  are  planned  as  follows:  two 
Saturday  mornings,  February  24  and 
March  17,  from  8:30  a.m.  to  12:30  p.m.; 
four  afternoons,  February  26,  March  12, 
17,  and  19,  from  3:30  to  5:30  p.m.

During  the  past  four  months,  the  Pupil 
Services/General  Education  Staff  Develop- 
ment Committee  of  the  SFUSD  has  been 
meeting  to  explore  and  to  opcrationalizc 
the  skills  of  Pupil  Services  workers  as  a 
basis  for  a  future  sharing  of  know-how 
between  special  and  general  education 
staffs. 

Recently,  members  of  the  committee 
planned  and  presented  a  two  -  session 
"Smorgasbord  Menu"  for  Pupil  Services 
workers  which  met  at  Potrero  Hill  Junior 
High  School.  Each  session  consisted  of 
eight  action-oricntcd  centers  which  focused 
on  ways  of  maximizing  the  learning  abili- 
ties of  students.

The  Grand  Jury  has  looked  into  the 
matter  of  what  should  be  discussed  in  pub- 
lic and  what  should  be  discussed  in  Execu- 
tive Session.  We  have  been  advised  by  the 
District's  Legal  Advisor  that  it  is  his  in- 
terpretation of  the  law  that  the  following 
matters  may  be  considered  by  the  Board 
of  Education  in  an  Executive  Session: 

1 .  The  appointment  of  personnel. 

2.  Charges  or  complaints  against  an  em- 
ployee. 

3.  Consideration  of  disciplinary  action 
against  a  pupil. 

4.  The  status  of  negotiations  with  em- 
ployee organizations. 

5.  Matters  relative  to  litigation  with 
legal  counsel. 


We  have  discussed  the  matter  with  the 
president  of  the  Board,  who  is  also  an  at- 
torney, and  have  been  advised  that  Execu- 
tive Sessions  are  limited  to  those  items 
legally  permitted.  Withdrawal  of  an 
agenda  item  on  request  of  a  Board  mem- 
ber is  usually  agreed  to  by  the  Board  as  a 
matter  of  courtesy.  We  accept  the  right 
and  the  necessity  of  Board  members  to 
talk  to  each  other  as  individuals  at  other 
times  than  in  public  sessions.  On  this  basis, 
the  Grand  Jury  is  satisfied  with  the  Board's 
answer. 

There  have  been  many  exemplary  pro- 
grams implemented  by  the  School  District 
in  the  last  18  months.  It  is  easy  to  take 
these  for  granted,  but  much  effort  went 
into  pre-planning  by  Board,  staff  and 
teachers.  Specifically  we  are  impressed  by 
the  cooperation  between  the  San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District  (SFUSD)  and 
Recreation  and  Park  Department  person- 
nel to  operate  intersehool,  schoolyard  and 
night  recreational  programs.  The  volunteer 
program  in  art  at  Alvarado  School  has 
also  been  most  successful.  Innovative  pro- 
grams such  as  the  reading  program  at 
Pelton  Junior  High  School  and  the  mathe- 
matics-reading program  at  Ben  Franklin 
Junior  High  School  have  received  state- 
wide attention.  It  is  still  too  sooon  to  mea- 
sure results,  but  there  are  high  expecta- 
tions for  the  teacher  learning  centers 
which  have  been  established.  The  Board 
and  Superintendent  have  been  receptive  to 
alternative  approaches  to  education.  This 
same  attitude  has  been  evident  by  their 
willingness  to  listen  to  the  concerns,  frus- 
trations and  fears  of  all  involved.  We  hope 
it  continues.  Increased  communication  and 
flexibility  have  done  much  to  improve  the 
confidence  of  many  segments  of  the  com- 
munity in  the  school  system.  In  spite  of  the 
problems,  the  desegregation  of  the  elemen- 
tary schools  could  not  have  been  achieved 
without  this  willingness  for  better  com- 
munication on  the  part  of  the  Board  and 
the  confidence  of  the  majority  of  the  in- 
volved parents. 

The  fiscal  situation  in  the  School  Dis- 
trict is  in  apparent  chaos.  The  Board  and 
Superintendent  are  very  aware  of  these 
problems  and  have  asked  the  State  Board 
of  Education  for  auditing"  assistance.  The 
Superintendent  is  also  reassessing  the  value 
of  current  contracts  with  consultants.

Grand  Jury  Report 


The  criticism  on  lack  of  supplies  at 
schools  was  much  less  this  fall  than  last.  It 
is  our  impression  that  poor  estimates  on 
enrollment  created  most  of  the  problems 
in  1971.  The  Supply  Division  worked  dili- 
gently during  this  past  summer  to  get  sup- 
plies where  needed.  This  included  deliver- 
ies starting  in  early  summer  with  a  new 
procedures  system. 

We  believe  the  entire  concept  of  a 
School  District  warehouse  is  questionable. 
The  SFUSD  offered  the  Community  Col- 
lege District  the  privilege  of  procuring 
equipment  and  supplies  from  its  central 
warehouse  at  the  cost  of  the  item  plus 
2 1  %  for  processing.  The  Community  Col- 
lege District  determined  that  its  cost  would 
be  less  than  the  2 1  c/c  processing  charge  by 
ordering  directly  from  the  vendor,  in 
quantities  required  and  when  needed.  It 
should  be  pointed  out  that  Community 
College  District  serves  four  facilities  while 
SFUSD  serves  135.  Systems  contracting  is  a 
concept  being  utilized  by  many  private 
companies  where  term  contracts  are  given 
to  vendors  on  a  bid  basis  for  groups  of  sup- 
plies, services  and  equipment.  Individual 
facilities  place  their  orders  directly  with 
the  vendor,  items  are  drop  shipped  from 
the  vendor's  warehouse  directly  to  the 
using  facility  at  set  prices.  Special  items 
could  be  stored  in  the  City's  warehouse. 

The  Stull  Bill  was  recently  enacted  by 
the  legislature  to  provide  a  system  for 
evaluating  the  professional  competency  of 
certificated  personnel.  Each  district  is  sup- 
posed to  establish  its  own  forms,  guidelines 
and  techniques.  These  are  supposed  to  be 
distributed  no  later  than  April.  We  do  noi 
believe  that  this  is  enough  time  for  a  prin- 
cipal to  start  a  new  program  for  evaluat- 
ing a  year's  work  of  all  the  teachers  in  a 
school.  The  program  does  not  include  eval- 
uation of  half  of  the  district's  employees, 
the  classified  personnel  in  civil  service  — 
and  it  should. 

Negotiations  for  teachers'  salaries  and 
benefits  commence  prior  to  approval  of 
the  budget  for  the  next  school  year.  Often- 
times negotiations  turn  around  what  are 
known  as  "unexpended  funds".  It  is  the 
opinion  of  this  Grand  Jury  that  no  matter 
how  large  the  deficit  (or  how  great  the 
surplus)  negotiations  should  be  based  on 
how  much  the  teachers  are  fairly  entitled 
to  receive.  Negotiations  for  the  District 
involve  so  many  areas  and  are  so  vital  to 
the  welfare  of  the  District,  that  it  would 
seem  .appropriate  to  have  the  negotiations 
done  by  a  full  time  employee;  possibly  a 
lawyer  skilled  in  labor  negotiations.  This 
could  and  should  be  done  with  existing 
stall'  at  no  increased  cost  to  the  District. 

The  Board  established  procedures  for 
selection  of  architects  in  1969.  For  the 
three  schools  in  Bayview-Hunters  Point, 
architectural  firms  from  Southern  Califor- 
nia were  selected,  largely  because  the 
heads  of  the  firms  are  Black.  Unfortunate- 


ly, this  policy  has  not  created  employment 
for  any  Blacks  or  other  minorities  in  San 
Francisco. 

The  School  District  faces  a  Field  Act 
crisis  during  the  next  three  years.  Field 
Act  compliance  to  bring  schools  up  to 
minimum  standards  to  withstand  earth- 
quakes must  be  achieved  by  1975.  We 
failed  to  pass  the  necessary  bond  issues. 
Thousands  of  students  must  therefore  go 
on  split  sessions  and  more  busing  will  be 
required.  The  District  and  the  Department 
of  Public  Works  are  probably  a  year  be- 
hind. Additional  problems  are  foreseen 
with  expiration  of  building  trade  contracts 
in  June.  1974.  If  proposed  bond  issues  fail 
this  fall,  the  situation  could  be  catastroph- 
ic. The  urgency  of  the  situation  cannot  be 
overstated. 

Students  in  San  Francisco  high  schools 
normally  study  American  Government, 
but  the  inclusion  of  the  San  Francisco 
Charter  for  study  is  optional  with  the 
teacher.  The  Grand  Jury  has  found  that 
many  of  the  obstacles  to  effective  and 
efficient  City  government  are  found  in  the 
Charter.  Many  of  the  attempts  to  improve 
the  Charter  over  the  years  have  been  de- 
feated. We  believe  that  this  is  largely  due 
to  lack  of  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the 
voters.  The  final  report  of  the  San  Fran- 
cisco Citizens  Charter  Revision  Commit- 
tee recommended  that  there  be  a  manda- 
tory program  of  Charter  education  in  the 
secondary  schools,  and  that  it  be  manda- 
tory to  maintain  copies  of  the  Charter  in 
the  school  libraries.  We  vigorously  endorse 
this  recommendation. 

The  District  has  an  extensive  program 
on  drug  abuse  education.  This  program  is 
largely  financed  by  Federal  funds.  Train- 
ing programs  have  been  established  to  pre- 
pare teachers  to  carry  out  effective  drug 
misuse  prevention  instruction.  One  of  the 
weaknesses  is  that  only  20%  of  the  certifi- 
cated personnel  have  enrolled  in  inscrvicc 
courses. 

If  students  are  absent,  even  if  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  school,  or  if  the  absenteeism 
is  a  direct  result  of  drug  abuse  there  is  no 
provision  made  by  the  District  to  provide 
for  problems  outside  of  school  or  for  the 
student  who  is  handicapped  because  of 
drug  abuse.  The  latter  is  supposed  to  be 
mandators'  under  the  Drug  Education  Act 
of  1971. 

Many  of  the  teachers  involved  in  the 
health  programs  feel  that  the  drug  abuse 
problem  has  peaked  as  a  crisis,  but  that  it 
still  is  of  major  proportions.  They  arc  con- 
fident that  they  can  make  headway  in  the 
drug  field  by  awareness  programs  in  ele- 
mentary schools  and  more  sophisticated 
programs  in  the  secondary  schools. 

They  seem  more  concerned  with  the 
rising  venereal  disease  problem  which  is 
reaching  epidemic  proportion  in  the  Dis- 
trict. Most  teachers  want  to  use  the  same 
techniques    used    in    the    drug    program. 


which    consists    of    presentation    of    fail 
rather  than  moral  theories.  Others  want 
use  the  programs  developed  by  the  Armi 
Forces  based  on  fear. 

The  counseling  program  for  students  1 
woefully  understaffed,  especially  for  tl 
opening  week  of  each  semester.  A  coul 
sclor  is  responsible  for  guiding  as  many  L 
400  individual  students.  Students  \vl 
want  to  change  courses  are  forced  to  w 
lor  weeks  to  see  a  counselor:  consequent  I 
by  the  time  they  get  the  correct  cou 
they  are  starting  far  behind  others. 

The  zone  concept  is  great  on  paper  r  h 
appears  to  need  some  modifications  if  it  i 
to  succeed  in  reality.  The  zones  are  lii|i 
on  a  map.  Parents  involved  in  any  o 
zone  seem  not  to  have  interests  in  co: 
mon.  Some  of  the  spokesmen  for  a  zo 
appear  to  represent  special  interest  grot 
rather  than  a  majority  of  the  parents 
students.  The  zone  administrators  are 
all  ranks  and  none  seem  to  have  influer 
at  Van  Ness  Avenue.  The  real  decisic 
are  made  at  the  Central  Office;  the  zone 
bypassed.  The  zone  system  can  be  great 
it  is  overhauled  and  then  supported  or 
day-to-day  basis  by  the  Board  and  Supi 
intendent. 

The  entire  city  is  aware  of  the  hea 
load  of  administrative  personnel  at  1 
Van  Ness  Avenue.  Cuts  must  be  made, 
so  doing,  much  confidence  will  be  restoi 
to  the  Board  of  Education.  Top  leadersh 
however,  must  be  in  keeping  with  the 
quirements  of  the  District. 

There  are  two  important  vacancies  tl 
should    be    filled    immediately.    They 
Deputy  Superintendent  and  Associate  5 
pcrintendent  for  Budget  Planning. 

The  cost  of  these  positions  can  be  m< 
than  offset  by  judicious  pruning  of  t 
overgrown  bureaucracy. 

The  Board  of  Education  has  a  compli 
data  processing  system.  Much  of  the  til 
it  is  utilized  by  the  City.  Considering  1 
increased  demands  on  the  system,  and  t 
similarity  in  requirements  when  compai 
with  other  City  departments,  we  belie 
there  is  possibly  much  duplication  in  ; 
ministration  between  the  SFUSD's  d, 
processing  system  and  the  City's  own  El 
Department. 

San  Francisco 
Unified  School  District 
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The  appearance  of  most  schoolyards  is 
dismal.  The  areas  are  all  asphalt  with 
pain  fencing  and  unattractive.  We  have 
een  two  notable  exceptions,  Argonne  and 
jvfadison  Elementary  Schools.  For  relative- 
y  small  amounts  of  money  ($10,000  and 
S5,000  respectively)  when  compared  to 
lotal  facility  cost,  the  yards  have  been 
landscaped  along  the  borders  on  the  inside 
k-ith  grass,  trees,  shrubs  and  benches.  We 
mderstand  that  there  is  reluctance  on  the 
jart  of  the  Administration  to  expend 
tioney  in  this  area  until  the  individual 
chools  and  neighborhoods  express  strong 
'iterest  in  the  project  to  insure  that  it  will 
tot  be  destroyed  by  vandalism. 
c  The  elimination  of  the  quota  system  for 
.iring  and  promotion  of  administrators  in 
|.ie  School  District  has  alarmed  many.  At 
jie  same  time,  others  who  felt  that  they 
Irere  being  penalized  under  the  quota  sys- 
bm  are  relieved.  The  School  District  still 
fls  a  primary  obligation  to  find  the  best 
ifjalified  people  to  teach  the  students.  One 
If  the  major  qualification  factors  has  to 
l/main  the  ethnic  composition  of  the  staff 
Ei    relation    to    the    student    population. 

,.'hile  it  cannot  match  exactly,  it  also  can-

Re- 
quest that  the  Director  of  Civil  Service 
take  steps  to  establish  a  program  for  an- 
nual evaluation  of  professional  perform- 
ance of  all  classified  personnel  employed 
by  the  district. 

6.  The  Board  negotiate  pay  increases 
after  the  budget  has  been  established,  in 
August  rather  than  in  May  as  is  done  in 
many  other  districts.  Negotiations  should 
be  in  good  faith  with  the  Board  accepting 
the  responsibility  to  insure  that  sufficient 
funds  are  available  for  increases  required. 

7.  The  Board  encourage  establishment 
of  professional  architectural  and  consult- 
ing firms  with  visible  minority  partners  in 
San  Francisco  rather  than  create  jobs  in 
Southern  California. 

8.  To  implement  Field  Act  requirements 
on  schedule  the  Superintendent: 

a.)  Consider  the  use  of  an  outside  Con- 
struction Manager  to  coordinate  construc- 
tion schedules,  pupil  transfers,  busing, 
double  sessions  and  other  problems  an- 
ticipated by  the  closing  of  forty-four 
schools  during  the  next  three  years. 

b.)  Attempt  to  obtain  agreements  with 
the  contractors  and  building  trades  to  in- 
sure that  school  repairs  continue  on  sched- 
ule in  spite  of  scheduled  contract  expira- 
tions. 

c.)  Compare  the  additional  cost  of  shift 
work  and  weekend  work  to  the  extra  costs 
of  busing,  double  sessions  and  pupil  trans- 
fers. 

d.)  Consider  combining  contracts  on 
repairs  of  four  to  six  schools  to  insure  con- 
tracts of  sufficient  size  to  attract  larger 
numbers  of  bidders. 

c.)  Offer  bonus/penalty  clauses  attrac- 
tive or  severe  enough  to  insure  that  schools 
will  be  completed  on  schedule. 

f.)  Start  promotion  of  the  additional 
$20  million  bond  issue  for  Field  Act  com- 
pliance immediately  so  as  to  insure  ac- 
ceptance and  approval  by  the  voters. 

9.  The  Grand  Jury  endorses  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Charter  Revision  Com- 
mittee with  the  additional  request  that  the 
practice  of  Charter  education  be  adopted 
by  the  private  and  parochial  schools  as 
well  as  the  Community  College  District. 
Inclusion  of  a  section  regarding  the  func- 
tions, both  criminal  and  civil,  of  the  Grand 
Jury  would  be  beneficial. 


10.  The  Superintendent  take  steps  to 
develop  mandatory  teacher  training  pro- 
grams in  drug  abuse  and  venereal  disease. 

The  Superintendent  establish  a  program 
to  assist  students  handicapped  by  drug 
abuse. 

The  Superintendent  expand  the  vener- 
eal disease  education  program  by  strong 
presentation  of  facts.  Moral  theories  which 
are  generally  accepted  by  society  should 
be  included  in  the  overall  program,  but  not 
necessarily  as  the  primary  basis  for  con- 
trolling venereal  disease  or  drugs. 

1 1 .  For  the  first  two  weeks  of  the  school 
year  assign  all  administrators  below  As- 
sistant Superintendent  to  specific  schools 
as  temporary  counselors.  These  people 
could  handle  the  routine  changes,  allowing 
the  regular  counselors  more  time  for  the 
students  with  complicated  problems.  Fur- 
thermore, if  they  have  done  their  admin- 
istrative preparation  well,  they  should 
have  the  time.  Certainly  they  will  become 
better  administrators  for  having  the  one- 
to-one  relationship  with  students  and  per- 
haps learn  something  about  how  well  their 
plans  work  in  the  field.  Students  have  good 
ideas  too. 

12.  Consolidate  the  zones  into  three  or 
four  units,  balanced  ethnically  and  geo- 
graphically so  that  integration  can  be 
achieved  with  as  little  busing  as  possible, 
but  still  achieving  integration  in  each 
school.  All  schools  K  through  12  should  be 
included  in  the  zone. 

Have  the  zone  headed  by  a  person  with 
the  rank  of  Assistant  Superintendent,  re- 
porting directly  to  a  Deputy  Superintend- 
ent. Give  the  zone  administrator  power  to 
modify  individual  school's  program  bud- 
gets to  insure  quality  education. 

Elect  members  of  the  zone  council  from 
each  school;  one  administrator,  one  teach- 
er and  one  parent  from  each  elementary 
school;  larger  groups  from  the  junior  and 
senior  high  schools,  including  students. 

Where  specialized  programs  exist  at  one 
school  and  not  another,  provide  shuttle 
buses  during  the  day  for  those  students 
who  want  to  take  the  courses. 

Move  more  administrative  functions  to 
the  zones,  dispersing  personnel  to  various 
schools  rather  than  keeping  everyone  at 
Van  Ness  Avenue.  All  administrators  be- 
low the  rank  of  Assistant  Superintendent 
should  be  in  the  zone. 

13.  The  selection  system  for  administra- 
tors must  follow  lawful  process,  keeping  in 
mind  the  moral  obligation  the  Board  and 
Superintendent  have  to  the  minority  com- 
munities. The  new  people  must  have  the 
complete  confidence  of  the  Superintend- 
ent; they  should  be  knowledgeable  in  the 
problems  peculiar  to  this  City.  The  Deputy 
should  be  free  of  the  previous  factional 
fights;  the  Budget  Planner  must  have  ex- 
perience in  business  and  budgeting,  more 
so  than  in  education.

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14.  The  responsibility  for  all  EDP  oper- 
ations for  the  School  District  be  handled 
by  the  City's  EDP  Department. 

15.  The  Board  offer  to  landscape  school- 
yards on  a  matching  basis  with  student 
and  PTA  groups. 

16.  Implement  rules  for  awarding  dis- 
cretionary special  service  contracts  as  out- 
lined in  the  Grand  Jury's  special  report  on 
that  subject. 

We  ask  the  people  of  San  Francisco  who 
are  interested  in  the  educational  system  to 
study  this  report,  the  interim  and  special 
reports  previously  published.  We  do  not 
advocate  a  point  of  view  because  it  is  ours, 
but  we  do  ask  that  the  report  in  its  entirety 
be  made  available  in  the  SFUSD  newslet- 
ter. If,  in  the  citizens'  judgement,  we  have 
erred  in  our  suggestions  they  will  naturally 
be  discarded;  however,  we  ask  where  sug- 
gestions are  valid,  that  citizens  bring  legit- 
imate political  pressure  to  the  Board  until 
they  are  implemented.  The  Board  must,  by 
law,  respond  to  the  Grand  Jury  report  in 
writing  in  March.  Ask  them  to  enumerate 
on  all  recommendations,  stating  which  are 
rejected,  which  are  completed,  and  when 
the  balance  will  be  implemented.

This  amount  represents  50  per  cent  of 
the  average  payment  being  made  by  the 
ten  most  populous  counties  in  the  state  of 
California,  as  per  the  provisions  of  Propo- 
sition "O"  on  the  November  1972  ballot. 

In  accordance  with  Propositnon  "O," 
the  Health  Service  Board  conducted  a  sur- 
vey of  the  ten  most  populous  counties  in 
California  and  found  that  the  average 
payment  among  the  ten  counties  is  $21.05 
per  month. 

One  half  of  this  amount,  $10.53  is  the 
figure  the  city  and  School  District  will  con- 
tribute toward  health  service  costs  starting 
July  1,  1973. 

On  July  1,  1974,  the  full  amount  of 
$21.05  will  be  paid.  Most  likely,  however, 
the  amount  will  be  higher  inasmuch  as  the 
average  payments  of  the  ten  most  popu- 
lous counties  will  probably  be  higher  in 
1974. 

The  following  are  the  ten  most  populous 
counties  and  the  survey  results  including 
population  and  amount  contributed: 

1.  Los  Angeles,  6,966,900,  $19;  2.  Or- 


ange, 1,565,200,  $22.44;  3.  San  Diego,  1,- 
448,300,  $18.43;  4.  Santa  Clara,  1,141,800, 
$25.31;  5.  Alameda,  1,095.800,  $16;  6.  San 
Bernardino,  699,700,  $19;  7.  Sacramento, 
688,100,  $16.10;  8.  Contra  Costa,  583,400, 
$29.30;  9.  San  Mateo,  560,400,  $24.47;  10. 
Riverside,  483.700,  $20;  the  grand  total  is 
$210.45. 

This  $210.45  figure  divided  by  ten  gives 
the  $21.05  average  upon  which  Proposi- 
tion "O"  is  predicated. 

The  Proposition  calls  for  the  city  and 
District  to  pay  50  per  cent  of  this  amount, 
or  $10.53  per  month,  effective  July  1,  1973, 
and  the  full  100  per  cent  subject  to  re- 
survey  and  re-calculation  by  the  Health 
Service  Board  to  be  effective  July  1,  1974. 

In  the  very  near  future  the  Health  Serv- 
ice Board  will  begin  its  annual  study  of 
health  service  rates  and  benefits  for  fiscal 
year  1973-74.

The  accreditation  of  Abraham  Lincoln 
High  School  has  been  reinstated  through 
June  1974,  Principal  Preston  Roney  an- 
nounced at  a  news  conference  held  at  the 
school  site. 

Mr.  Roney  revealed  that  the  accredita- 
tion renewal  would  be  retroactive  to  in- 
clude the  fall  1972  semester,  and  accredita- 
tion would  cover  the  January  1973  gradu- 
ates. 

News  of  the  reinstatement  was  received 
by  Mr.  Roney  from  the  Western  Associa- 
tion of  Schools  and  Colleges  which  had 
withheld  accreditation  of  the  school  in 
June  1972. 

Present  at  the  news  conference  with  Mr. 
Roney  were  Herbert  Heinig,  school  site 
steering  committee  chairman,  Mrs.  Betty 
Landis,  parent  and  steering  committee 
member,  and  Mrs.  Anne  Poverello,  Lincoln 
PTA  president. 

Mr.  Roney  commended  teachers,  par- 
ents,  and   students   for   their  cooperation 


and   effort   in  bringing   about   significant 
changes  in  direction  for  the  school. 

Mr.  Heinig  pointed  out  that  the  rein- 
statement was  a  limited  accreditation  and 
the  school  is  only  about  a  third  through 
the  process  for  full  accreditation.  He  re- 
marked that  it  will  take  the  full  coopera- 
tion of  the  Board  of  Education  and  the 
superintendent  to  achieve  such.  The  asso- 
ciation normally  accredits  a  school  for  five 
years  at  a  time. 

Accreditation  was  denied  in  June  be- 
cause the  school  failed  to  follow  WASC 
guidelines  in  submitting  a  report  on  prog- 
ress the  school  had  made  during  the  pre- 
ceding four  years.  The  school  report  did 
not  follow  the  procedures  designed  to  pro- 
vide involvement  of  all  staff  —  certificated 
and  classified,  and  students  in  the  self- 
evaluation  process.

Robert  Yates  (center),  instructor  of  the  "Television  Production"  class  at  Abraham  Lincoln  High  School, 
joins  his  enthusiastic  crew  as  they  start  on  a  new  class  project  designed  to  develop  a  variety  of  pro- 
duction skills,  ranging  from  script  writing,  lighting,  sound  recording,  prop  making,  camera  techniques 
to  the  actual  filming  of  student  productions. 


One  day  each  week  a  two-truck  mobile 
unit  containing  cameras,  sound  recording 
equipment,  and  Mr.  Dick  Fernandez  ar- 
rive at  Abraham  Lincoln  High  School  to 
become  an  integral  part  of  a  learning  ex- 
perience for  some  34  students. 

Mr.  Fernandez  is  on  the  staff  of  KGO- 
TV  (Channel  7),  and  he  brings  the  equip- 
ment to  the  school  to  be  used  by  the  "Tele- 
vision Production"  class  taught  by  Robert 
Yates. 

The  class  covers  a  two-period  time  block, 
and  on  the  day  the  equipment  arrives  the 
students  produce  live  projects  which  they 
have  been  working  on  the  preceding  week. 

The  students  write  their  own  scripts, 
research  the  subject  matter,  plot  the  ac- 
tion, and  then  videotape  the  presentation 
using  the  three  cameras  KGO-TV  trans- 
ports to  the  premises. 

Recently,  the  students  have  filmed  a 
news  broadcast,  a  demonstration  videotape 
of  camera  and  lighting  operation,  and  a  45 
minute  adaptation  oiThe  Man  Who  Came 
to  Dinner,  the  school's  term  play. 

During  the  holiday  season,  ten  members 
of  Mr.  Yates'  class  assisted  in  the  produc- 
tion of  the  annual  Letterman  General  Hos- 
pital Christmas  Show  which  was  head- 
lined by  popular  singer-entertainer  Lou 
Rawls. 

On  that  occasion  the  students  manned 
four  cameras,  lights,  microphones,  audio 
and  visual  control  boards,  and,  by  means 
of  closed  circuit  telecasting,  fed  the  show 
from  the  main  auditorium  to  every  tele- 
vision set  in  every  hospital  room. 

All  in  all,  some  20  hours  of  preparation 
of  the  students  was  required  in  advance  of 
filming  the  three-hour  hospital  show.  Mr. 


Fernandez  commented,  "The  students  per- 
formed like  pros." 

The  class  is  one  of  the  programs  at  the 
school  geared  to  provide  new  directions 
and  resolve  some  of  the  criticisms  directed 
at  failure  to  meet  student  needs  and  inter- 
ests. 

Job  entry  skills  in  a  variety  of  fields  re- 
lated to  television  and  communications  are 
provided  through  the  plan  of  the  course. 

The  Television  Production  class  is  fund- 
ed by  the  Career  and  Occupational  Prep- 
aration Division  with  some  equipment  pro- 
vided by  Board  of  Education  action  to 
assist  special  programs  at  Abraham  Lin- 
coln.

The  San  Francisco  Unified  School  Dis- 
trict will  celebrate  Public  Schools  Week 
1973  the  week  of  April  9  through  13.  In 
anticipation  of  Public  Schools  Week,  Wil- 
son Riles,  State  Superintendent  of  Public 
Instruction  and  Director  of  Education,  has 
issued  the  following  message  to  personnel 
of  the  District. 

Since  1920,  California  has  observed 
Public  Schools  Week  each  year,  usually  in 
April. 

This  worthy  tradition  began  that  year 
when  California  Masonic  leader  Charles 
Albert  Adams  asked  every  Masonic  Lodge- 
to  hold  an  open  meeting  during  the  week 
to  discuss  public  schools. 

As  a  result,  public  schools  annually  hold 
open  house  and  invite  community  members 
to  visit,  to  see  demonstrations  of  student 
learnings,  to  become  better  acquainted 
with  the  scliools  and  their  personnel,  and 
to  discuss  public  education,  its  problems 
and  possible  solutions. 

For  1973,  however,  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
the  Free  and  Accepted  Masons  of  Califor- 
nia has  instituted  a  change  in  its  Public 
Schools  Week  tradition,  a  change  with 
which  I  concur  and  support.

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Possible  Alternatives  for  Reconstruction  of  Elementary  Schools 


The  center-fold  chart  shows  the  number  of  elementary  class- 
rooms, the  names  of  the  schools,  costs,  and  estimated  bond  issues 
necessary  for  reconstructing  elementary  schools  according  to  six 
possible  alternatives. 

Phase  I  column  shows  the  classrooms,  schools,  and  costs  of  the 
reconstruction  program  that  so  far  has  been  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Education.  Under  Phase  I,  nine  elementary  schools  will 
be  reconstructed.  (Not  shown  on  this  chart  are  the  two  junior 
highs  and  two  senior  highs  that  will  also  be  reconstructed  under 
Phase  I.) 

Alternative  A  shows  that  four  additional  elementary  schools 
could  be  added  without  the  necessity  of  a  bond  issue.  (Not  shown 
on  this  chart  are  the  two  additional  junior  highs  and  the  one 
senior  high  to  be  reconstructed  under  Alternative  A.) 

Alternative  B  adds  seven  other  elementary  schools  for  a  total 
of  20.  This  alternative  would  require  a  bond  issue  of  12  million 
dollars  to  finance  the  additional  cost  of  Alternative  B.  Alternative 
C  adds  six  more  elementary  schools  to  a  total  of  26  to  be  recon- 
structed. The  estimated  bond  issue  for  Alternative  C  is  $19,500,- 
000.  Alternative  D  adds  four  elementary  schools  to  a  total  of  30. 
This  would  require  a  27  million  dollar  bond  issue.  Alternative  E 
brings  the  total  of  reconstructed  elementary  schools  to  a  total  of 
35.  The  cost  for  this  bond  issue  is  estimated  at  $29,500,000.  (An 
additional  junior  high  school  is  added  in  B  and  C  and  two  are 
added  in  D.) 

According  to  these  alternatives,  schools  #36  through  #48 
would  not  be  used  as  elementary  schools.  If  they  are  not  recon- 
structed, it  is  possible  that  the  sites  would  be  sold  to  produce 
additional  revenue  for  the  School  District,  or  they  could  be  used 
for  non-Field  Act  uses,  such  as  office  space. 


Line  1  (needs)  of  Phase  I  and  Alternative  A  is  an  estimate  of 
the  minimum  class  needs  for  the  elementary  enrollment  of  1975. 
The  1,395  classrooms  represent  an  estimated  number  of  class- 
rooms that  could  house  elementary  students  without  double 
sessions.  However,  all  classes  would  have  to  be  maintained  at  the 
class  size  goals  and  students  would  have  to  be  transported  to  fill 
classes  wherever  vacancies  existed.  This  would  mean  maximum 
transportation  of  students.  At  the  other  end  of  the  spectrum, 
1,730  classrooms  is  an  estimate  of  the  number  of  classrooms  to 
house  1975  elementary  students  at  exactly  the  same  actual  class 
sizes  as  in  Fall,  1972;  or,  as  an  alternative,  to  provide  additional 
classrooms  for  special  programs  beyond  those  provided  in  Fall, 
1972. 

The  needs  shown  in  B,  C  and  D  are  intermediate  needs.  The 
number  of  classrooms  needed  under  Alternative  ,B  would  provide 
sufficient  elementary  classrooms  so  that  all  classes  would  not  need 
to  be  maintained  at  the  class  size  goals.  C  and  D  needs  would 
provide  additional  classrooms  for  special  program  pull-out  classes 
and  any  other  instructional  needs.  Also,  C  would  be  the  minimum 
number  of  classrooms  needed  to  equalize  reconstruction  on  a 
zonal  basis. 

Thus,  the  number  of  classrooms  available  under  any  alternative 
(see  line  6)  can  be  compared  to  the  needs  (see  line  1)  of  the 
alternatives  and  an  estimate  of  the  impact  on  the  instructional 
program  can  be  quickly  made.

There  has  been  a  recent  upsurge  of  in- 
terest in  the  District  in  developing  the 
outdoor  and  indoor  areas  of  school  facili- 
ties as  learning  environments  for  children. 

A  few  schools  have  broken  ground  with 
parent-staff  built  playgrounds;  murals  and 
art  environment  projects  are  spreading 
rapidly. 

These  changes,  as  well  as  the  recent 
Grand  Jury  report  pointing  out  the  dismal 
appearance  of  schoolyards  and  the  need 
for  beautification  projects,  have  resulted  in 
a  collaborative  effort  between  Milton  F.

Board  of  Education  Votes  Secondary  Desegregation 


At  its  March  13,  1973  meeting,  on  a 
motion  by  Commissioner  Charlie  Mae 
Haynes,  the  Board  of  Education  approved 
unanimously  a  resolution  by  Superintend- 
ent Steven  P.  Morena  calling  for  the  de- 
segregation of  the  District's  secondary 
schools  in  September  1974. 

The  resolution  as  passed  by  the  Board 
reads  as  follows:  Resolved:  that: 

1.  The  Superintendent  and  Staff  will 
develop  a  total  plan  for  desegregating 
grades  K  through  12  (with  articulation 
through  14),  which  shall  reflect  the  goals 
of  a  completely  integrated  educational  pro- 
gram. 

2.  Conceptually,  this  plan  divides  the 
city  into  educational  units,  the  number  of 
which  will  be  arrived  at  after  a  careful 


analysis  of  the  proposed  educational  pro- 
grams, the  availability  and  capacity  of 
school  sites,  and  the  projected  pupil  popu- 
lation. 

3.  While  recognizing  the  possibility  of  a 
court  decision  at  the  secondary  level  order- 
ing an  earlier  implementation  date,  it  is 
the  Superintendent's  intention  to  imple- 
ment this  master  plan  in  September  of 
1974. 

4.  This  will  provide  the  time  necessary 
to  make  the  educational  decisions  that 
should  be  made  to  insure  the  most  desir- 
able educational  program. 

5.  This  plan  will  hopefully  minimize  the 
degree  of  busing  within  the  constraints  of 
the  law  and  maximize  the  articulated  edu- 
cational opportunities  and  options  for  the 
students  of  San  Francisco.

The  Board  of  Education  has  adopted 
the  following  amendment  to  its  Internal 
Board  Operations  and  By-Laws,  PI 22, 
Committees: 

1 .  The  president  shall  appoint  a  chair- 
man and  two  other  members  to  each  of  the 
following  standing  committees:  Budget 
and  Finance,  Buildings  and  Grounds, 
Community  Relations  and  Integration, 
Curriculum,  Personnel,  and  Planning. 

2.  The  functions  of  each  of  the  said  com- 
mittees shall  be  as  follows:  Each  commit- 
tee shall  consider  and  report  on  to  the 
Board  all  matters  pertinent  to  its  respective 
title. 

3.  In  addition,  special  committees  may 
be  appointed  by  the  president  or  chosen  by 
four  (4)  votes  of  the  Board  as  needed. 

4.  There  shall  also  be  a  committee  of  the 
whole  consisting  of  all  members  of  the 
Board  of  Education.  This  committee  shall 
have  power  to  consider  and  report  upon 
any  matters  which  require  committee  at- 
tention and  action  and  without  reference 
to  any  other  standing  or  special  committee 
of  the  Board. 

5.  Meetings  of  committees  may  be  called 
by  the  chairman  or  upon  request  of  two 
(2)  members  thereof. 

6.  Meetings  of  committees  shall  be  no- 
ticed and  open  to  the  public  in  the  same 
manner  as  for  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Education.  At  each  committee  meeting 
there  shall  be  a  stated  agenda  that  will 
include  an  item  "other  business."

One  aspect  highlighted  by  the  two  su- 
perintendents was  the  expansion  of  the 
program  enabling  high  school  students  so 
recommended  to  take  courses  at  City  Col- 
lege. 

Dr.  Morena  indicated  that  Dr.  Batmale 
has  been  trying  for  years  to  improve  artic- 
ulation between  the  districts  and  that  ef- 
forts would  now  be  concentrated  in  a  kind 
of  pooling  of  resources  long  overdue. 

Both  speakers  pointed  to  current  articu- 
lation efforts  underway:  the  Project 
FEAST  summer  program  for  high  school 
teachers  in  food  preparation;  engineering 
pre-technical  training  at  George  Washing- 
ton and  Galileo  High  Schools;  the  City 
College  summer  career  and  occupational 
program  for  high  school  juniors  and  sen- 
iors; and  the  advanced  placement  of  high 
school  students  in  academic  courses  not 
offered  in  the  high  schools. 

Dr.  Morena  and  Dr.  Batmale  stressed 
that  improved  articulation  would  result  in 
better  use  of  existing  facilities,  better  utili- 
zation of  community  resources,  an  increase 
in  the  educational  options  available  to  stu- 
dents, strengthening  of  the  career  educa- 
tion concept,  and  an  increased  use  of  City 
College  offerings  by  high  school  students.

It  is  the  intention  of  Superintendent 
Steven  P.  Morena  to  present  his  recom- 
mendation on  Field  Act  reconstruction 
to  the  Board  of  Education  at  tomorrow 
night's  meeting  of  the  Board.

The  overall  program  is  predicated  on  a 
four-year  construction  schedule.  While 
many  of  the  non-complying  facilities  will 
have  been  reconstructed  or  replaced  by  the 
June  1975  Field  Act  deadline,  there  will 
be  some  twenty  schools  which  will  not 
have  been  completed,  which  will  require 
an  alternative  housing  plan.

The  following  schools  will  not  be  re- 
constructed under  the  proposal:  Corbett, 
Farragut,  Grant,  I.  M.  Scott,  Lincoln  Ele- 
mentary and  Polytechnic. 

The  $2,428,000  bond  issue  is  for  15 
Children's  Centers  programs  housed  in  fa- 
cilities which  do  not  meet  Field  Act  stan- 
dards. Seven  of  these  are  located  in  the 
"Lanham"  temporary  buildings,  five  are 
in  leased  facilities,  and  three  are  in  public 
school  buildings. 

Although  the  District  is  not  legally  re- 
quired to  bring  these  facilities  up  to  Field 
Act  standards  and  relocate  those  centers 
now  in  leased  facilities,  Dr.  Morena  feels 
that  a  moral  commitment  exists  on  the 
part  of  the  School  District  and  the  Board 
of  Education  to  provide  safe  facilities  for 
these  children  concurrently  with  the  com- 
mitment to  bring  all  public  schools  up  to 
Field  Act  standards. 

The  proposed  bond  issue  to  repair,  re- 
construct, or  replace  unsafe  school  build- 
ings requires  a  simple  majority  of  the  votes 
of  the  electorate  whereas  the  bond  issue  to 
provide  for  the  Children's  Center  requires 
a  66%  affirmative  vote. 

The'  bond  issues  will  be  retired  from  the 
sales  tax  and  will  not  have  any  effect  on 
the  local  property  tax.

Jose  Ortega  Students  Build  Dome 


The  5th  and  6th  grade  students  of  Mrs.  Irene  Richards  in  Room  7  at  Jose  Ortega  School  have 
completed  an  ambitious  project  which  will  continue  to  enhance  their  learning  experiences 
throughout  the  school  year.  They  have  constructed  their  own  geodesic  dome  which  will  house 
their  audio-visual  equipment,  educational  games  and  aids,  and  student  learning  centers.  The 
dome  consists  of  75  large  triangles  so  constructed  as  to  form  a  16!i  foot  diameter  structure. 
The  unique  project  has  been  helpful  in  the  teaching  of  art,  science,  and  math  as  these  areas 
have  played  a  part  in  pre-construction  discussions  and  preparations.  Students  learned  about 
other  modular  structures  in  everyday  life,  studied  geometric  shapes,  and  experienced  measuring, 
simple  mathematics  construction,  and  basic  scientific  reasoning  in  how  a  dome  stands  erect 
with  central  supports.  The  dome,  being  a  room  within  a  room,  will  help  provide  privacy  and 
quiet  needed  for  an  effective  learning  center  and  independent  study.

The  students  were  reading 
about  Helen  Keller  in  the  play  The  Miracle  Worker.  They  wanted  to  visit  a  blind  center  and 
learned  it  was  possible  to  help  blind  people  by  becoming  actively  involved  in  a  project.  The 
cane  idea  was  suggested,  and  the  students  were  quick  to  adopt  it,  giving  up  their  lunch 
periods  and  other  free  time  to  get  the  job  done.  A  letter  from  Kermit  Sheets..  San  Francisco 
Lighthouse  for  the  Blind,  to  Mrs.  Morelli  stated,  "This  project  was  an  exceptionally  worthy 
one,  as  the  giving  of  these  canes  without  charge  to  the  many  people  who  come  to  the  Light- 
house Center  for  them  provides  them  with  a  safety  and  security  without  which  their  freedom 
of  mobility  would  be  seriously  curtailed." 


New  3-Year  Photocopy  Contract  Saves  District  Money 


The  School  District  has  just  entered  into 
a  new  three-year  contract  with  the  Copy 
Division  of  the  Royal  Typewriter  Com- 
pany to  furnish  approximately  seventy 
(70)  photocopy  machines  to  the  various 
schools  and  administrative  offices. 

The  contract  will  save  the  District  about 
$20,000  per  year  over  present  costs  and 
represents  an  anticipated  saving  in  excess 
of  $60,000  over  the  three  years  that  the 
contract  will  be  in  effect. 

The  Copy  Division  of  the  Royal  Type- 
writer Company  earned  the  right  to  sup- 
ply the  District  with  a  photocopy  plan 
which  provides  for  payment  for  the  cost 
of  copy  paper  only. 

The  equipment  furnished,  the  service, 
and  all  other  costs  relating  to  the  plan  are 
all  included  in  the  copy  cost. 

This  cost  was  established  by  bid  at 
$.0285  per  copy,  reports  Edgar  Lahl,  Su- 
pervisor, Division  of  Supplies.  This  is  a 
reduction  of  approximately  39%  over  the 


present  cost  per  copy  of  the  current  con- 
tract expiring  June  30,  1973. 

Milton  F.  Reiterman,  Associate  Superin- 
tendent, Administration  of  Services,  at- 
tributes the  lower  prices  received  on  the 
current  contract  to  a  ".  .  .  highly  competi- 
tive copy  field  and  the  very  specific  copy 
requirements  the  District  described  in  its 
proposals  for  obtaining  quotations."
